1. Peruvian Embassy officials on April 17 confirmed to Emboff 
the report of the death of Peruvian nationals Rory and Maria 
Cespedes Chung in Rosario in December along lines of reftel. 
According to these officials, the Peruvian consul in Rosario 
sent its Embassy local press clippings of the incident. At 
about the same time, unbidden, the Second Anqy Corps head- 
quartered in Rosario informed the Embassy of the death of the 
Cespedes pair, explaining they had been killed after firing on 
police and that subversive documents and arms were found in 
their apartment. 

2. In January, the officials said, the Peruvian Embassy sent 
a note to the Foreign Ministry asking for a more detailed 
explanation of the incident and the return of the young people's 
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personal effects, as requested by their mother. Subsequently, 
again acting on a request from the family, the Embassy 
verbally asked the Foreign Ministry to expedite the re- 
turn of the bodies to Peru. Although the Embassy has not 

received an official reply either to its note or verbal 
the 

request to date, /consul in Rosario learned that under 
Argentine law bodies once interred cannot be exhumed be- 
fore two years in Rosario (and four years in Buenos Aires, 
according to the Peruvian consul). The Cespedes family 
would therefore need authorization from an Argentine federal 
judge to waive or shorten the exhumation limitation. The 
Peruvian officials said they had informed their government 
of this provision and were waiting for further instructions 
from their Foreign Ministry before taking further steps. 

3. The Peruvian diplomats also confirmed having received 
the 

the assertions of /Peruvian roommate denying subversive connections 
or activities of the Cespedes students. Nevertheless the 
Peruvian Embassy expresses itself powerless to contradict 
the official explanation given by the Argentine Second 
Army Corps. Apparently the Peruvian government did not 
undertake an independent investigation of the incident nor 
did it officially protest the death of the Cespedes or 
treatment of the Peruvian roommate, who has since returned 
to Peru. The diplomats expressed doubts that the Cespedes' 
personal effects or a conclusive report on the shooting . 




incident would be provided by Argentine authorities 
and intimated the most they could do is pursue the return 
of the remains to Peru in accordance with Argentine law. 
They promised to keep Emboff informed as to further 
developments.
